On, Feb. 22nd after close to 7 hours in the operating room, Ron Tabor 
received a new heart. Three days later the nurses were able to get him up and 
haven’t been able to get him back in bed since.

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In 1993 Ron was diagnosed with a heart condition. Since then he has 
battled many health problems, taking a turn for the worse in the last few years. 
After some time of going in and out of hospitals, Ron was readmitted into the 
hospital, where on Jan. 23, he was the first recipient of a mechanical pump to 
go home from Henry Ford. A month later his body accepted a donated heart. 

Ron is the husband of Sherry and father of Ronny, Shelly, Misty, Trina 
and Ryan. 

He has served Huron Township since 1971, beginning his employment 
as an Animal Control officer. He was later hired to the Huron Township DPW. 
In 1976, he was elected as a township trustee but still remained at the DPW. 
He was elected to the Huron Board of Education in 1982 where he served 11 
years... He also served as a fireman, becoming one of the first EMT’s of

Huron Township was created by the 
act of April 12th , 1827 and included 






four townships now known as ye 4 
Romulus, Van buren, Sumpter and Lane Pe |: sh ane 
Huron. The first township meeting By RP. Lilly ys seroma la 


was held at the house of Matthew 
Wood on Monday May 27th 1827. 


On March 17th, 1835 the township was reduced in size by th separate cre- 
ation of the township of Romulus, and on April 6th, 1835 it was further 
reduced by the creation of the township of Van Buren. 


‘Within Huron Township. the village now known as New Boston, 
located in the northwestern part of the township of Huron was laid out as 
early as 1834. The first post office was called Huron, and later called 
Catville. The origin of the name Catville as given by M.R. Nowland is as 
follows: 


In 1849 Marvin Wilcox started a small grocery store in the village. 
He purchased his goods from C.A. Trowbridge in Detroit, a wholesale gro- 
cery merchant. The initials of Trowbridge’s name were marked on the boxes 
of goods. When the oxes were on the shelves., the initials C.A.T. were very 
prominent, and attracted attention, so Nowland added the word “Vill”, thus 
making the word Catville. Shortly afterwards while Matthew Anderson was 
postmaster, the post office was discontinued. 


Mr. Nowland finally wrote the U.S. postmaster general and asked 
him to again establish the office. The Postmaster General agreed that he 
would and make Nowland the Postmaster if he would accept. 


Nowland consented but asked for the post office to have a new 
name, to distinguish it from Port Huron and Huron Station. The postmaster 
general replied “send a name so there will be none other like it in the state, 
and I will make their change.” Nowland replied, “Our little village is called 
XCatville, and we may as well have the post office bear the same name.” A 
short time afterwards Mr. Nowland received his commission as postmaster 
of Catville. 


The village continued to grow and about 1867, N.P. Thayer, David 
Norton, and Mr. Nowland sought a more aristocratic name, and finally 
agreed upon the name New Boston, and petitioned and obtained this change 
in the post office name. (to be continued)
